SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled Die Angler is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The video recording exploits the nudity of children to a significant extent. 

The video recording presents naked children engaging in outdoor activities at a family 
nudist camp. Unclothed children, particularly boys, are shown fishing, playing in a 
river, trampolining, cycling, and participating in a variety of fun races. Despite the 
family setting there is a virtually exclusive focus on children. This presentation lacks 
balance and brings into question the purpose of the publication. The Classification 
Office can find no evidence to support any claim that the video recording is a 
legitimate nudist/naturist publication. An authentic nudist/naturist publication might be 
expected to present naked people, including families, engaging in everyday family and 
recreational activities. This is not the case with this video recording, given the almost 
exclusive focus on naked children. The Classification Office is of the opinion that one 
likely purpose of the video recording is to sexually titillate those with a sexual 
preference for children. 

In view of the extent to which and the manner in which the publication exploits the 
nudity of children, and what appears to be the intended purpose of the video 
recording, namely sexual arousal, the Classification Office finds that the availability of 
the publication is likely to be injurious to the public good. 

It has been determined that si 4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (the NZBR 
Act) applies to this publication. However, by virtue of the way in which the publication 
deals with matters of child nudity, this publication is regarded as objectionable. The 
Classification Office considers this a reasonable limit, as outlined in s5 of the NZBR 
Act. 
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
